LOBBY GETS A HEARING | 





Walbridge’s Suggestion to De- 
lay Action Turned Down 
by Committee. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON C:iTY, April 17.—The in- 
tention of the lobby to delay action on 
the public utility bills became evident 
last night when Cyrus P. Walbridge, 


resident of the Bell Telephone Co. of 

issouri, supported a suggestion to de- 
lay action on any bill until the merits 
of each of them had been discussed. 

There are 12 bills before the House 
Cammittee on Private Corporations. 
Some of them provide for a state com- 
mission to regulate rates, others em- 
power the city councils to regulate 
rates, while a third class proposes to 
place this power in the hands of the 
court. Mr. Walbridge’s judgment that 
each one be discussed separately met 
the approval of only a few members of 
the committee and was therefore turned 

wn. 

About twenty-five agents of public 
service corporatiuns attended the hear- 
ing. Representative Cross of Clinton 
County, who introduced the enabling act 
in the House of Representatives, made 
the introductory address in behalf of 
the bill. He said that it was similar in 


purpose to the Cooper bill, which, at the 


regular session, passed the Senate and 
fatled by three votes in the House. The 
bill provides that the rates fixed by 
smunicipal assemblies shall be ‘‘reason- 
uble,”’ 

Cha'rman Houston called attention ‘to 
the fact that there are three bills pend- 
ing—one to allow the councils to fix the 
rutes for public utility corporations, an- 
other to have the court fix them and 
a thgrd to have the rate fixed by a State 
commission. He wanted to know what 
Cross thought of each of. them. 

“Regarding the one giving the courts 
power.” said Mr. Cross, “I don’t think 
i; will trouble the Legislature much. 
iMverv lawyer is aware that legislative

On Christmas morning all New York 
was siartled by the announcement that 
the beautiful wife of the eminent expert 
had been arrested and was locked up 
in the Tenderloin Police Station — 
with picking the pockets of Peter Ho- 
gan, a clerk, of $13. A sensational trial 
followed, which resulted in the fair de- 
fendant being triumphantly acquitted on 
the ground of ‘‘mistaken identity.”

(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

CHICAGO, April 17.—A dispatch to the 
Tribune .from Washington says that 
President Roosevelt proposes to take in- 
to his own hands the determination as 
to whether an attempt shall be made to 
break up the Harriman railroad combl- 
nation or not. and has come to the con- 
clusion that it is his duty to study the 
case from beginning toe end. 

‘The President has been placed in a po- 
sition of antagonism to ‘Mr. Harriman, 
and on that account he is particularly 
desirous that no step should be taken 
by any department of the Governinent 
in such a way as to leave the 
sion that it was the result of persona! 
hostility on the part of the President 
hiniself. 

To satisfy 
situation the President 
read all the testimons Bs 
Interstate Commerce Comuinission on 
this subject. Then he will havera con- 
ference with Attorney-General jona- 
parte and will ask the head of the de- 
partment of Justice to apply to the 
facts the President submits to him the 
general law in the ease, and particular- 
ly that laid down by the United States 
Supreme Court in the Northern Secur- 
ities case. 

This will take time and will 
an immense amount of personal 
on the part of President Roosevelt.

Mr. Carnegie’s comment on the President’s re- 
mark about the necessity cf choosing righteous- 
ness when peace and righteousness are at odds 
was admirable—clear, pithy, effective. The gas 
hissed in the puncture of the bag when he said 
to the Peace Ccngress: 

“We often hear justice contrasted with arbi- 
tration. Arbitration is the essence of justice. 
But what is the first principle of justice? Junius 
tells us that the first principle of justice is that 
men should not be judges in their own cause. 
When a man refuses to submit his dispute te ar- 
bitration he is unjust. We have heard righteous- 
ness contrasted with: peace. Why, I tell you 
that righteousness and peace cannot be divorced. 
Imagine the state of mind of that man who in- 
sists that they can be divorced. What could be 
greater righetousness than ‘peace on earth, good 
will toward men?’ ”’ 

The President’s favorite phrase is ‘‘Let us have 


peace with justice,” which in the final analysis 
means let us have peace when our own views ot 
justice are enforced with battleship. We _ econ- 
tinually hear it said in high and low quarters 
that there are points which a Government can 
never submit to arbitration, merely signifying 
that there are certain things which a Govern- 
ment may determine to do regardless of the ques- 
tion of justice. There cannot be any peace with- 
out justice and there will always be peace when 
nations do justice; that is, justice according to an 
impartial judgment, not justice tempered with 
self-interest. 

The atmosphere must be cleared of false pro- 
fessions and insincere word juggling to conceal 
selfish mental reservations, before international 
peace can be placed on a sound basis. In shoot- 
ing a hole in one sham Mr. Carnegie opened the 
right kind of a campaign.

Government Arranges for New 
14-Inch Guns. 


The War Department has completed 
plans for a new type of 14-inch-caliber 
gun, which will be added to the exist- 
ing coast defense system. Work on the 
néw weapons will be commenced at the 
Watervilet Arsenal at an early date. 
It has not yet been determined, how- 
ever, says Harper's Weekly, whether 
the guns will be of the ordinary built- 
up forged steel type or of the more 
modern wire-wound construction. 

This new gun, while fully 2 inches 
larger in caliber than the regulation 
coast-defense gun of the first grade, 
will be smaller in every other meas- 
urement and of lighter weight. The 
intention is to construct a weapon with 
a range and striking force equal to the 
present standard 12-inch gun, but which

Hailed as Chief by Speakers, 
Nebraskan Declares for

It was emphatically Mr. Bryan’s busy 
day yesterday, for having spoken at the 
political publicity bill meeting and at- 
tended the Peace Conference, he start- 
ed in at dinner with the Brooklyn Dem- 
ocrats; ate a few mouthfuls and went to 
the Baptist Temple in Brooklyn to lec- 
ture. Then shortly before 11 o'clock he 
returned to the dinner and waited out- 
side the door, while nearly half a dozen 
speakers nominated him as the party's 
presidential candidate. 

When President Moynahan introduced 
him the orchestra played “Hail to the 
Chief."" Mr. Moynahan declared that he 
would be the candidate of not only the 
Brooklyn Democratic Club, but of the 
Democrats of this city and State. 

One of the last points in Mr. Bryan's 
speech was a reference to his address 
at Madison Square Garden, in which he 
declared for government ownership of 
railroads. He declared the critics of 
his attitude on this question had entire- 
ly overlooked the fact that he had pro- 
claimed the same doctrine two years be- 
fore—the doctrine that regulation of 
railroads was a failure and that Gov- 
ernment ownership was the only true 
remedy.
